More bodies found in mass murder 


HOUSTON (U PI) - Police found 
two more bodies today buried in 
three-foot-deep graves in an East 
Texas pine forest, raising to 21 the 
number of murder victims —all 
believed young boys who were 
tortured, sexually abused and killed 
by a bachelor electrician and two 
teen-aged “ assistants.” 
The first two bodies found today 
were dug up near Broaddus, Tex., on 
the shores of Lake Sam Rayburn 125 
miles north of Houston. 


Sheriff 
John 
Hoyt 
of 
San 
Augustine County 
said the two 
bodies found at the lake had been 
buried for “ about six weeks.” They 
were wrapped in clear, plastic bags 
and covered with lime —like most of 
the other victims discovered over 
the past three days. 
One of the two teen-agers accused 
in the killings told police Thursday 
they will find about 30 bodies. If so, 
it would be the worst mass murder 
in U. S. history. 


Police unearthed 17 bodies under a 
boat shed in southwest Houston. 
Two more were found Thursday 
night near those found today. “ They 
are all within about a 600-yard radi­ 
us,” Hoyt said. The search went on 
for more bodies. 
Elmer Wayne Henley, 17, was 
charged today at San * Augustine, 
Tex., with four counts of murder and 
Justice of the Peace C. A. Renfro set 
bond at $100,000 on each count —a 
total of $400,000. 


After the bodies were discovered 
at the lake site, Henley, wearing 
brown oxfords, drew a map in the 
sand with the toe of his right shoe 
that marked the spot where more 
bodies could be found at High Island 
near Galveston. Officers then took 
the vouth bv car south to search for 
more graves. 
Another youth, David Brooks, 18, 
has confessed to police that he was 
involved in the slayings. He was 
questioned by Houston police today. 
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A VANDENBERG VILLA G E youth, Andrew David 
Wilhite, 15, was seriously injured yesterday when the car 
on right, driven by his brother, Anthony Dean Wilhite, 17, 
collided with thè car at left driven by Louise Smith 
Vivian, 49, of 3943 Constellation Rd. Andrew Wilhite was 
listed in fair condition with head injuries in the intensive 
care unit at Marian Hospital in Santa Maria where he 


vyas transferred from Lompoc Hospital. Anthony was 
listed in good condition in the latter hospital with facial 
injuries. Mrs. Vivian was treated at Vandenberg 
Hospital and realeased. The Wilhites of 4071 Solar Way, 
Vandenberg Village, were eastbound at the Wye, north of 
Lompoc and Mrs. Vivian, north bound on Highway 1. 


Nixon to speak on Watergate next week

President Nixon will make a speech 
the 
middle 
of 
next 
week 
on 
Watergate, the White House said 
today. 


Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L. 
Warren told reporters that the 
speech would be delivered from the 
White House, but that the day and 
time had not yet been determined. 


Other White House officials have 
said Nixon would deliver a half-hour 
speech on nationwide television and 
radio, setting forth his first public 


response to Watergate allegations 
since Senate hearings were recessed 
Tuesday until Sept. 10. 
Warren said Nixon also would be 
holding a news conference, but 
provided no date for the President’s 
first encounter with reporters since 
March 15. 
A Nixon aide, Patrick Buchanan, 
said a few days ago that the 
President’s response to allegations 
principally by former White House 
Counsel John W. Dean that Nixon 
was aware of the Watergate cover- 
up would probably take the form of a 


speech, a “ white paper” and news 
conference. 
Announcement 
of 
Nixon’s 
response, following a 4,000-word 
statement May 22, came one day 
after the Watergate Committee 
filed suit against Nixon seeking to 
force him to release tapes of his 
White House conversations with 
Dean and others. 
Nixon is considering an invitation 
to speak at the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars convention in New Orleans 
Aug. 20, Warren said. 
It was learned that it is fairly 


certain that Nixon will address the 
VFW while on his way to San 
Clemente, Calif. 
As for the new statement on 
Watergate, on which Nixon has been 
working at Camp David, Warren 
said; 
“ We expect the President will 
make the speech the middle of next 
week. I cannot give you any details. 
As to the speech itself, he is working 
on that. I can’t get into specifics of 
what it will contain. He will also be 
holding press conferences, but I 
can’t say when.” 


Freeze extended

For the rest of the economy, 
except beef, the price freeze expires 
Monday. Merchants and wholesalers 
will be able to boost selling prices in 
line with regulations under the

IV 
stabilization program. 


Council Director John T. Dunlop 
said it would take extra time to 
draft the complex rules that will 
govern the oil industry under Phase 
IV and that was the reason for the 
one-week extension of the freeze on 
prices of all petroleum products. 


Gasoline and home heating oil 
will be subject to a ceiling price that 
includes the markup for profit being 
charged last Jan. 10.

bring down food prices.

The heart of the bill, passed by 
Congress before it took a month-long

Wheat prices already have soared 
to new levels, with wheat futures 
expected to reach $5 a bushel.

to higher food costs in the fall, 
partly because of higher raw farm 
products 
and 
in cre ased 
“ middlemen’s” charges. 


The new crop report lowered 
forecasts

crop size could increase if good 
growing weather holds up. 


Food supplies will be increased, the 
administration hopes, under the new

land by 10 to 12 million acres next 
year.

I feel pretty grotesque I 
almost cracked several times,” he 
said of the three-year ordeal of 
murder and sadism’ “ I didn’t feel I 
was going to be able to hold my 
sanity much longer.” 
And of the mothers, fathers and 
other relatives of 
the victims, 
Henley said: 


“ I owe these people this much —to 
let them know about their boys.” 
Police learned of the killings early 
Wednesday when Henley killed Corll 
at a paint-sniffing sex party Henley 
called police after he killed his 
friend 


“ He had a lust for blood,” the 
youth said of Corll. “ I was tired of 
him doing things like that, and it 
was either him or me right then” 
The youngest of the victims was 
believed to be a 13-year-old boy 
missing since 1971.

“ I think the vice president of the 
United States should stand on his 
own feet,” Agnew said “ So I am not 
spending my time looking around to 
see who is supporting me. I am 
defending myself.”

Strong 
support

a 
rehabilitative 
program within the county jail structure 
for sentenced prisoners was voiced today 
by County Probation Officer Clifford C. 
Romer. 
Romer, 
in referring to a proposed 
comprehensive 
rehabilitation 
plan 
for 
county prisoners as outlined bv Sheriff 
John W. Carpenter recently, said he felt, 
how ever, 
th a t th ere 
could 
be 
“constitutional conflicts” if the Sheriff’s 


Department developed a program within 
the jail for non-sentenced persons. 
Romer’s statement came as Sheriff 
Carpenter prepared to report to the 
supervisors on estimated cost, county 
agencies’ 
involvement, 
and 
judicial 
concurrence of such a project. 
The 
supervisors 
had 
endorsed 
the 
sheriff’s plan in principle, pending further 
data. 
Carpenter said sources of funding for the 
project, if approved, are being identified 
His office is ready to submit a grant 
application for state money, he said, once 


the comprehensive plan is fully drawn up 
and approved. 
Carpenter has pointed out that Santa 
Barbara County has a unique opportunity 
to carry out such a program, because of its 
modern, new jail plans for a new North 
County corrections facility which could 
also be utilized. 
“While most counties are still trying to 
catch up, we are preparing to move 
forward, ’ declared Carpenter. He said a 
key to the proposed rehabilitation program 
would be expert testing and evaluation of 
prisoners so they could be separated 


properly while in jail. 
Romer declared he felt a rehabilitation 
program could be coordinated “with 
existing rehabilitative programs.” 
He mentioned pending legislation, with 
support of Gov. Reagan, “providing for a 
County 
Correctional 
Commission 
to 
develop a comprehensive plan such as the 
sheriff is now recommending.” 
“Certainly national trends and state 
trends are for a change in rehabilitative 
services 
within 
the jail 
and 
prison 
structure,” asserted Romer. “ And this 
would appear pointed at the local level.”

Yanikian appeal 
filed by lawyer 


Committee to hold 
another meeting 
on general plan 


Members of the Fourth Supervisorial District Advisory 
Committee for the General Plan will hold a special meeting 
next Thursday to reconsider recommendations they 
forwarded to the County Planning Commission in July. 
The meeting is set for 7:30 p.m. in the County Building, 
133 South D St. 
Three questions will be explored according to an agenda 
being put together by Hugh D. Young, committee 
chairman. The committee will take a second look at several 
pieces of property in the light of the Board of Supervisors 
action on agriculture land definitions last Monday; discuss 
the question of the contract to be awarded by the 
supervisors for the regular updating of the general plan; 
and take another look at the whole set of recommendations 
handed to the county planners at meetings in Lompoc on 
July 11 and 18. 
The action is part of that undertaken countywide to meet 
the requirements of state law. Counties must make their 
general plan designations and zoning and land use 
consistent. 


Bike transportation 
study requested 


The County Transportation Department is requesting the 
Board of Supervisors to request a state-wide study of 
bicycle transportation problems. 
Road Commissioner Leland Steward said ownership of 
bicycles is proliferating, and along with it the frequency of 
collisions involving bicycles and motor vehicles on 
“shared” public streets and highways. 
A proposed resolution submitted for approval to the 
supervisors would request the state legislature to authorize 
a review and anlysis of the problems, and set up remedies. 
Also, Steward said, the resolution as proposed calls for 
review of local ordinances involving bicycle operation on 
public streets and highways. From such a review, he felt, 
model bicycle ordinances might be developed that could 
apply in other jurisdictions. 
The proposed resolution cites the fact that current 
provisions of the State Vehicle Code are “ inconsistent or 
ambiguous” when applied to current traffic situations 
involving special bicycle facilities within or adjacent to 
public thoroughfares.

SANTA ANA, Calif. (U FI) - Tax 
officials are considering asking President 
Nixon to get a lawyer to represent him in 
the dispute over whether the Western 
White House is undertaxed—or they may 
appoint one for him. 
The warning came Thursday from two of 
the three members of the Orange County 
Assessment Appeals Board. 
The board’s chairman indicated however 
It may not have the legal authority to act 
on its own. 
They commented after the state Board of 
Equalization in Sacramento voted to ask 
the county board to look into the dispute 
over Nixon’s estate on the Southern 
California coast at San Clemente. 
There have been charges that the county 


tax assessor assigned too low a value to 
Nixon’s estate, failing to include the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in fedepal 
money spent on the property. The counter 
argument is that the money went into 
security measures, requested by the Secret 
Service to protect the President, and did 
not improve the value of the property for 
tax purposes. Federal property is not taxed 
by the county. 
“ It is my thought that we ought to invite 
the President to appear, by counsel, to 
present evidence,’’ county appeals board 
member Frank Manzo said Thursday. 
If the President declines, he said, the 
County Bar Association should be asked to 
name a “ special counsel’’ to represent 
Nixon.

A — Dr. Hub Pruett, at 73, has just retired after 41 years 
as a general practitioner and general surgeon in St. Louis. 
He retired from baseball after he got his medical degree 
from St. Louis University in 1932. Although he struck out the 
Babe 13 times during his rookie season of 1922, Pruett only 
won seven gam es, his career high for seven years in the 
majors. He has little recollection of Ruth. “I never did see 
much of him,” he told me, “except on the field.” 


Q — I’d like to state that I’m not a women’s libber. I want 
to know why there isn’t a bat girl for the Reds.

A — I t’s like com paring Mae West and Raquel Welch. 
Each to his-her own time. The Babe really was a super ath­ 
lete — people forget he was a great pitcher for five full sea­ 
sons before switching to slugging. And he didn’t have those 
whiplash bats they use today. He had a lot m ore natural 
power than Hank. Now go ahead — question my intelligence. 


Q — I’m a 16-year-old high school junior and play badmin­ 
ton. You’d be surprised how many people look on it as a sis­ 
sy sport. I think it’s rough and grueling and I think I’m pret­ 
ty good since I’ve only lost 3 out of over 100 sets. But my 
problem, sir, is that I can’t find any tournaments, amateur 
or professional, to play in. — Scott Slava, West Homestead, 
Pa. 
A — Your best bet is to w rite Bea M assm an, editor of 
Badminton USA, 333 Saratoga Road. Buffalo. N.Y. 14226 for 
a complete list of events. The national championships were 
held in Pennsylvania a couple of years ago. The sport has 
flourished most in this country in California. At one time, 
you didn't build a home in Pasadena without a badminton 
court and that city produced the Babe Ruth of badminton, 
Dave Freeman, now a San Diego neurosurgeon. 


Q — Are there any Indians playing in the majors, and what 
do they think of Wounded Knee? — Bud Myer, Norman, 
Okla. 
A — From fabled Louis Sockalexis, the Penobscot who 
was the first full-blooded red man in the majors, through 
Jim Thorpe (Sac-and-Fox) and Chief Bender (Chippewa) 
there have always been Indians in baseball. Johnny Bench is 
part Indian. And Cubs’ relief pitcher Jack Aker, descended 
from the Potawatami tribe of Oklahoma, is called “Chief.” 
Says Aker. “ I don't know a whole lot about Wounded Knee 
but I'm sympathetic to the Indian cause. My father, who was 
a white man. had an Indian name — Cloud Thrasher.”

Four 'villains7 


An expert in the field, L.H. Simerl of the 
Cooperative Extension of the University of 
Illinois’ College of Agriculture, this week 
named the four “ villains" contributing to 
the high sudden rise of food prices. 
First, he claims, the rising incomes of 
consumers. The increased prosperity of 
\mericans is readily apparent to everyone 
who has observed the changes in personal 
and family conditions over the past 10 or 20 
years. Grain-fed beef, for example, once a 
luxury enjoyed only by higher income 
families, has become a “ necessity of life." 
More consumers can, and do, buy foods 
with less consideration about prices than 
their parents and grandparents. One result 
is that normal changes in supplies now 
cause much larger price swings than in 
earlier years. 
Second, the increasing specialization of 
farmers. 
In 
earlier 
times, 
farm ers 
produced a variety ol crops and livestock. 
They could make adjustments to changing 
weather and market conditions. 
Now, 
most 
farmers 
are 
specialists. 
They 
produce only one or two crops or kinds of 
livestock. 
A broiler producer, for example, often 
produces nothing else, not even the feed he 
uses. 
He 
must 
buy 
feed, 
virtually 
regardless of cost. The same condition 
applies increasingly to the producers of

eggs and pork, to dairymen and to the 
operators of cattle feedlots. 
Third, 
the 
disappearance 
of 
price- 
stabilizing reserves of farm products. For 
most of the past 40 years, the government 
helped stabilize farm prices by buying 
when supplies were excessive and selling 
when 
there were shortages. 
Now the 
government has only small reserves that 
can be sold to meet demands from our own 
people and from other lands. 


Fourth, the growing tendency of world 
demand for farm products to increase 
faster than production. Until recently, the 
optimists who believed that the world 
could feed all its people seemed to be 
right. But 1971 and 1972 brought short 
crops 
in 
many 
places. 
Bad 
weather 
plagued most of the United States. Short 
supplies always produce unstable prices. 
All 
of 
these 
changes 
— 
consumer 
prosperity, 
specialization 
of 
farm ers, 
diminishing stocks of grain and short crops 
— have combined to produce larger swings 
in the prices of farm products. 


None of this will be of much consolation 
to harried housewives or to the person on 
fixed income. But at least it indicates 
there is no one “ villain" responsible for 
the current phenomenon of shortages and 
inflation shaking the nation s dinner table.

Defeated for Governor of 
California by Edmund G. 
(Pat) 
Brown, Nixon insisted on facing the 
assembled press and denouncing 
them with the conclusion. “You 
won’t have Richard Nixon to kick 
around any more.”

Nixon 
could

restrain her tears. 


The 
script 
for

spectabular on Watergate writes 
itself. He will be surrounded by his 
devoted family, conspicuously his 
patient wife who has seen him

Every stop will be pulled 
out by a master of crowd appeal — 
innuendo,

Drugging the public

probably no group of companies 
whose 
price 
gouging 
has

investigated more thoroughly by 
Congress than the drug industry. 
Starting with Senator Kefauver’s 
probe 
in 
the early 
sixties and 
continuing with Senator Nelson’s 
hearings over the past four years, 
the details of this most profitable 
industry 
have 
been 
laid 
bare 
publicly. 
Yet 
very 
little 
has 
changed. 
Last 
month, 
Senator 
Edward 
Kennedy declared that his Health 
Subcomminttee was going to open 
legislative 
hearings 
into 
drug 
pricing and marketing practices and 
the mis-education of physicians in 
the drug area. The influence of 
company advertising in the medical 
journals and the impact of company 
detail men on the prescribing habits 
of physicians will be exposed once 
again by prominent and learned 
witnesses.

again 
the 
facts will outrage 
the public. Why, for 
example, 
Senator 
Kennedy wants to 
know, 
do 
1,0001 
tablets cost $4.95 if 
they 
are 
called 
meprobomate 
(a

$68.21 if they are 
called 
Equanil? 
Why does it cost 
$16.70 for 100 tablets 
of Pentids, Squibbs 
brand of pencillin 
G, and only $2.41 for 
the same amount 
of unbranded penicillin G.? Or, as 
Senator Nelson put it, “ Now, why in 
the world would anyone be foolish 
enough to pay up to 30 times as 
much for a drug when sold under a 
trademarked name than under its 
scientific name? 
The answers to these questions 
are known. They involve patent 
monopolies, massive brand name 
advertising to get physicians to 
prescribe the brand name, state 
laws inspired by the drug industry to 
pr ev ent 
p h a r m a c i s t s 
from 
substituting 
the 
exact 
generic 
compounds which are much cheaper 
and 
inadequate 
use 
by 
the 
government of these facts. 
The consequences are tragic and 
poignant. For years letters have 
been pouring into Senator Nelson’s 
office from exploited consumer- 
patients. 
An elderly person from Salt Lake 
City wrote: “ My wife and I are over 
65 and our costs for drugs over the 
past year was $400, which we really 
cannot afford.” 
From Massillen, Ohio, a citizen 
writes: 
“ We are retired and of 
course 
the 
cost 
of 
drugs 
is 
increasing materially every year. 
We wish also that something could 
be done about the doctors who 
invariably prescribe by a brand 
name when the generic name would 
make the cost considerably less.” 
Well, something can be done by 
the 
government 
now, 
without 
waiting 
for 
Senator 
Kennedy’s 
legislation. First, the government 
has officially repudiated the drug 
industry’s myth that because of a 
drug has a brand name, it is better 
than its exact generic equivalent. In 
March, Dr. Henry Simmons, then 
Director of the Food and Drug 
Administration’s (FDA) Bureau of 
Drugs, stated 
“ Based 
on 
many 
years 
of 
experience with this program, we 
are confident there is no significant 
difference 
between 
so-called 
generic and brand name antibiotic 
products on the American market.” 
And with reference to 19 other 
classes of drugs, he declared.: 
“On the basis of the data we have 
accured to date, we cannot conclude 
there is a significant difference in 
quality between the generic and 
brand name products tested.” 


These 
findings 
have 
not 
been 
widely 
publicized 
among 
the 
consuming public nor even among 
many physicians. As the nation’s 
largest buyer of drug products, the 
federal government has not put its 
knowledge to work. 
Dr. Irene Till, an economist who 
w orked 
with 
the 
K e fa u v e r 
Committee and the Department of 
Health, 
Education 
and 
Welfare, 
estimates that about half of the 
government’s annual $ 1 4 
billion 


drug bill could be saved by better 
purchasing practices and generic 
drug procurement. 


If Senator Kennedy's 
inquiry is 
going 
to 
be 
productive 
and 
if 
effective legislation is to be passed, 
the Health Subcommittee would do 
well to investigate why the federal 
government is doing so little with so 
much information and buying power 
leverage to save massive amounts 
for the taxpayer and consumer.
